► In 2004, Shannon Stubbs ran unsuccessfully 
as a provincial PC candidate against the 
NDPin Edmonton-Strathcona. 


When Shannon Stubbs saw the empty 
chair, she decided she had to take the seat. 

Stubbs, who had supported the govern¬ 
ing Tories since her teens, was sitting in 
the Vegreville Social Centre in late August 
with 500 or so others in Premier Ed 
Stelmach’s home riding. 

They wanted answers and wanted to 
voice their anger over a proposed monster 
power line that could cut through their 
prime farmland. 

All the opposition party leaders were 
there — David Swann of the Liberals, Bri¬ 
an Mason of the NDP and Danielle Smith 
of the Wildrose Alliance. 

There was one empty chair, left for local 
legislature member Stelmach, who was ac¬ 
tually down the road holding a news con¬ 
ference saying he couldn’t attend because 
there was a potential conflict of interest — 
he owns land that may have a line run 
through it. 

Stelmach also suggested there were 
signs the Wildrose had helped organize 
the event, leaving him with the 
unpleasant option of being skewered in 


person or mocked in absentia. 

Still, for Stubbs, the empty chair was 
the turning point. 

“I just couldn’t believe he wouldn’t 
show up to be accountable,” said Stubbs, 
who has now been nominated as the Wil¬ 
drose candidate to take him on in the next 
election, slated for the spring of 2012. 

Stubbs, 30, grew up in the Fort 
Saslcatchewan-Vegreville riding. The Ed 
Stelmach she remembers was the cabinet 
minister who returned to her tiny commu¬ 
nity of Chipman every Remembrance Day 
to lay a wreath. 

“That’s the Ed I knew and supported, 
the person who would be there,” said 
Stubbs.

sale upsets vets no longer ‘gangbusters’ 


A major international re¬ 
tailer’s effort to advertise 
its fall clearance event as 
a “Remembrance Day” 
promotion is proving to 
be a tough sell for Canadi¬ 
ans. 

Eddie Bauer’s week- 
long “Remembrance Day” 
sale, launched in stores 
across Canada on Friday, 
sparked protests from vet¬ 
erans who felt disre¬ 
spected by the American 
clothing giant. 

Civilians also cried foul 
on social media sites, lam¬ 
basting the retailer for 
what they described as an 
“insensitive” approach. 

Eddie Bauer announced 
the sale early Friday 
morning, in an email flyer 
promising up to 75 per 
cent off fall merchandise. 

Eddie Bauer president 
Neil Fisk issued a state¬ 
ment saying the Canadian

sale was based on a simi¬ 
lar promotion held at its 
U.S. locations.

We have 
tremendous respect for 
veterans across Canada 
and the U.S. and will ad¬ 
just our marketing and 
communications accord¬ 
ingly,” Fisk said.

Canadian home sales will 
fall nearly 14 per cent by 
the end of next year from 
the overheated levels 
reached in 2009, the 
Canadian Real Estate As¬ 
sociation predicted Friday 
as it lowered its housing 
market forecast. 

Lacklustre economic 
and job growth, weak con¬ 
sumer confidence and re¬ 
cent interest rate hikes 
expected to resume next 
year led the real estate 
group to predict national 
sales will slide 4.9 per 
cent this year. 

The decline will nearly 
double to nine per cent 
for 2011 because the peri¬ 
od of unusually high sales 
began in the last half of 
2009 but held over until 
the first quarter of this 
year — making next 
year’s expected fall bigger 
by comparison. 


Interest rates 


The Bank of Canada 
responded to a slumping 
economy by setting inter¬ 
est rates at a record low 
0.25 per cent last year in 
part to stimulate demand 
in the housing market. 

P The Bank has now raised 
the interest rate to one per 
cent and is expected to 
leave it there into next 
year. 

With sales down only 
four-tenths of a percent¬ 
age point in the first nine 
months of the year, the 
vast majority of the 2010 
slide will be felt over the 
next few months. 

That could continue to 
squeeze housing prices, 
making it a buyer’s in¬ 


stead of a seller’s market 
in many parts of Canada. 

“The market has stabi¬ 
lized but it was just going 
gangbusters a year ago,” 
said Gregory Klump, chief 
economist of the real es¬ 
tate broker’s group. 

“The declines that are 
expected over the rest of 
the year don’t refer to a 
decline in the market 
now, but to what hap¬ 
pened a year ago, that it 
was on fire a year ago and 
its not expected to meet 
the breakneck pace that 
was being recorded in the 
fourth quarter of last 
year,” he said. 

The revised forecast in 
sales was much lower 
than the estimates the 
group made in July for a 
1.2 per cent annual slow¬ 
down this year and 7.3 per 
cent in 2011.

Wouldn’t it be 
nice to see people out enjoying 
lunch on a sunny summer day? 


In the initial stages, those restau¬ 
rants shouldn’t have to pay any¬ 
thing for the extra space they 
are provided. 

The other thing I would do 
would be to light the hell out of 
the street. 

I’m not talking about sodium 
vapour lights, but something 
warm and interesting. Perhaps 
we could create lighting that re¬ 
flects the early days of 
Edmonton or we could give it 
some character with some inter¬ 
esting neon lighting.

Well-designed street furniture 
would also add some sorely 
needed panache.

Can Conan O’Brien 
conquer TV, again? 

O After his Tonight show departure, O’Brien went viral. Now, he returns to late night. 


Timing is key in comedy, 
especially for one formerly 
unemployed talk-show 
host. While Conan 
O’Brien’s departure from 
Tonight was a soriy mess, 
it was in sync with the 
growing influence of social 
media. 

His extensive use of 
Twitter and Faceboolc gave 
O’Brien a direct pipeline to 
fans, keeping him in a 
computer-generated spot¬ 
light. 

With tonight’s debut of 
his TBS show, Conan, 
O’Brien will learn if being 
an online sensation can 


help to foster ratings suc¬ 
cess in cable TV. 

There’s no question the 
online universe drastically 
affected O’Brien’s post- 
Tonight life. With an NBC 
settlement agreement that 
included an extended ban 
on TV appearances, 
O’Brien found he could 
keep followers intrigued 
with messages on Twitter 
and Faceboolc. Then 
there’s the Team Coco 
website, giving the public 
show details that include 
the guest list. 

“I was supposed to be in 
the wilderness, but I car¬ 


ried on this relationship 
that in some ways seemed 
more meaningful than any 
relationship I’ve had in tel¬ 
evision,” he said. 

The question now is will 
online fans tune in for Co¬ 
nan or wait to see it on¬ 
line? TBS is making it easy, 
announcing the show will 
be posted online the morn¬ 
ing after it airs. 

But that means ratings 
take a hit. O’Brien aver¬ 
aged 2.5-million viewers 
during his Tonight tenure, 
a number that would be 
welcomed by TBS. The bar 
for success isn’t over¬ 


whelmingly high, said ana¬ 
lyst Steve Sternberg. If 
O'Brien can increase the 
under one-million nightly 
viewers George Lopez was 
getting for TBS at 11 p.m., 
then Conan will “probably 
be considered successful,” 
Sternberg said. 

What about the possibil¬ 
ity of booking wars? 

“I’ve made a lot of 
friends over the years. I’ve 
always been pretty much 
able to have most of the 
people I wanted on the 
show...

To celebrate the Mexi¬ 
can holiday, El Dia del Ni¬ 
no (Kids’ Day), Yulci hurls 
handfuls of candy into the 
audience. Kids make a dive 
for it, then are back in 
their seats — joining their 
parents in booing and 
yelling at the referee to 
shut up. 

Bodies, not candy, are 
what tend to go flying at a 
lucha libre wrestling 
match. But in heavily His¬ 
panic cities such as 
Phoenix, some parents are 


choosing the decades-old 
Mexican form of free fight¬ 
ing as a way to gain some 
quality time. 

Little kids can swear 
and flash the middle fin¬ 
ger during what are some¬ 
times violent matches. 
Mothers typically have one 
eye on a fight and the oth¬ 
er on a stroller. 

“When you’re at a 
movie, it’s quiet and re¬ 
laxed. Here you can yell, 
scream and get all the 
anger out of you. You can 
have fun and all that,” said 
Ernesto del Real, who has 
taken his wife and three of 
his children, ages five to 
11, to body-slamming 
bouts on Friday nights.

Lucha Libre 


Lucha libre is a form of 
professional wrestling, 
rooted in Mexico. 

► What is it? Mexican 
wrestling is characterized 
by rapid sequences of 
holds and moves, as well 
as high-flying moves, some 
of which have been adopt¬ 
ed in the United States, 
and colourful masks. 

Hispanic families. But any¬ 
one familiar with lucha li¬ 
bre would know it’s part of 
the spectacle. 

“When you’re at lucha 
libre, you shout obsceni¬ 
ties, insult people, act in 


ways that wouldn't neces¬ 
sarily be acceptable else¬ 
where,” said Heather Levi, 
an assistant professor in 
anthropology at Temple 
University. “I remember 
the time I was sitting in 
front of woman who was 
teaching a three-year-old 
to do it. It was like, ‘OK, 
now you say...’” 

Lucha libre has been 
rooted in Mexican popular 
culture since the 1930s. 
Wrestlers wear colourful 
masks and personas. 

The genre gained more 
notice when it was show¬ 
cased on TV and in B 
movies. 

“Children were not al¬ 
lowed into arenas (in Mexi¬ 
co City) until the 
mid-1980s,” said Levi, au¬ 


thor of The World of Lucha 
Libre: Secrets, Revelations, 
and Mexican National 
Identity. 

Now, she said, “In Mexi¬ 
co, people bring their chil¬ 
dren, their grandparents.” 

In the Southwest, it 
seems that people are see¬ 
ing lucha libra as a cultural 
thing, “really embracing it 
as something Mexican 
they take their kids to,” 
said Levi. 

For some kids who have 
grown up in the U.S., 
watching Jack Black in Na- 
cho Libre, has been the ex¬ 
tent of their lucha libre 
exposure. Seeing authentic 
luchadores go at it has 
been a bonding experi¬ 
ence.

Peanuts in pregnancy linked to allergy-prone kids 


Peanut consumption while 
pregnant is associated 
with a higher likelihood 
that a woman’s allergy- 
prone baby will test posi¬ 
tive for peanut allergy, a 
new study suggests. 

The study examined ba¬ 
bies with likely milk or 
egg allergies, or significant 
eczema, and their moth¬ 


ers’ peanut-eating habits 
during pregnancy. The ba¬ 
bies were selected based 
on characteristics that 
might indicate an in¬ 
creased risk of someday 
developing a peanut aller¬ 
gy- 

“We found that mater¬ 
nal ingestion of peanut 
during pregnancy (which

isphenol-A or

It’s an indus¬ 
trial chemical used 
primarily in polycarbon¬ 
ate plastic. You might re¬ 
member in 2008 when 


our federal government 
banned BPA from plastic 
baby bottles. But BPA is al¬ 
so in the epoxy resins lin¬ 
ing our canned goods, and 
it becomes hazardous to 
our health because it 
refuses to stay put and mi¬ 
grates into food like baby 
formula. So, in addition to 
replacing your plastic ba¬ 
by bottles with BPA-free 
plastic or glass, choose 
powdered baby formula. 
Canadian tests show no 
BPA leaching into 
powdered formula, which 
is good news for moms. 

Or, look for liquid formu¬ 
la sold in glass or BPA-free 



plastic. There is good 
news for all Canadians 
when it comes to 
concerns about this hor¬ 
mone-disrupting 
chemical. This fall, Cana¬ 
da secured a world first — 
a formal designation of 
BPA as “toxic.” This means 
our government now has 
a stronger authority to 
ban BPA in consumer 
products. In the 
meantime, we should all 
buy fewer canned foods. 
According to Statistics 
Canada, more than 90 per 
cent of Canadians have 
detectable levels of BPA in 
their bodies. Choosing al¬ 
ternative packaging like 
glass jars or buying fresh, 
frozen or dried fruits and 
veggies will reduce your 
exposure. Dried beans, for 
example, have great 
flavour and texture, and 
you can control the salt 
and sugar content.

For the Love of Edmonton: Marrying Good Design with Good Ratings 


W ho doesn't drive through Old Glenora and admire the history and the splendor 
of the architecture present in the older communities in Edmonton. And yet, 
many of our cities newest developments are fashioned around communities 
halfway across the world. 


"Looking at the actual architecture we looked at what has its historical roots in 
Edmonton or Alberta. Suburbs often look afar, but we thought really that has nothing 
to do with Edmonton," said Harrop. The Modern was certain common and so was the 
Craftsman so it sort of came from that." 


Larch Park aims to be different. A marriage between old and new, this new development 
South of the Whitemud Ravine brings together modern architecture and craftsman home 
building. Two styles that dominate the richly cultured neighborhoods of our city. 

John Harrop knows architecture (Architectural Guide Lines & Approvals). "There tend 
to be a variety of colors, home styles and home sizes in the old areas, rather than many 
modern communities which tend to be a lot more monotonous," said Harrop. " The first 
thing we wanted was some variety overall." 


The second aspect of the home construction for Larch Park is the environmental 
perspective. Using a computer that produces hypothetical ratings based on designs, 
builders can predict the efficiency of their houses. All homes built in the Larch park 
community must sustain a minimun %80 Energuide rating. 

"A typical house built in 2010 would probably be a low to mid seventies. One built 
in the 1950's is in the sixties," said Harrop. "They have a sustainable initiative here. We 
want the homes to be greener homes." 



The combination of Modern design with Craftsman design may seem far-fetched but in 
reality they actually complement one another. The designs are generally asymmetrical and 
the rooflines from one house flow visually into the next, regardless of its contemporary 
or historical design. 


Clusters of trees per lot, narrower streets, and an environmentally considered storm 
water pond, Melcor considered every avenue when it set itself to designing and 
constructing a new community and a new way of life.
